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Deputy cleared in shooting incident 
while family seeks accountability

A northern Michigan prosecutor — 


deemed that the use of deadly force 
in the death of a 32-year-old 
Grayling man was justified, while 
family members still believe other 
means could have been pursued to 
defuse the situation. 

The Michigan Attomey General’s 
Office referred the case to the 
Roscommon County Prosecutor’s 
Office to review and make a deter- 
mination regarding the use of dead- 


ly force used by Crawford County 

Sheriff’s Deputy John Klepadlo. 
On Feb, 3, Klepadlo, along with 

Grayling City Police Department 


Alan Somero, were assisting 
Children’s Protective Services 
(CPS) from the Michigan 


Department of Human Services 
with a court ordered removal of a 
minor child. 

Somero had been to the Grayling 
Pines Apartment of William Reddie, 
to investigate an alleged domestic 
disturbance. Somero believed he

smelled marijuana, and reported the 
incident to CPS employees. 

CPS employees Craig Sharp and 
Stacy Sage went to Reddie’s apart- 
ment to check on the situation. They 
gol a court order to remove Reddie’s 
3-year-old son, Cameron. The 
employees asked police to escort 
them to the apartment to serve the 
court order. 

During the attempt to remove the 
child, officers were confronted by 
Reddie, who displayed a knife and 
then lunged at the officers and CPS 


employees with the knife in his 
hand. 

Somero and Klepadlo had their 
Tasers drawn, but holstered them to 
grab their service weapons. 

Klepadlo used deadly force, firing 
his duty weapon, striking Reddie 
once in the chest killing him. 

At the request of Crawford 
County Sheriff Kirk A. Wakefield, 
detectives from the Michigan State 
Police investigated the officer- 
involved shooting.

GMS student is first to advance 
to state geography bee finals

Anna Fisher has put Grayling on the map 
as the first Grayling Middle School student 
to qualify for the state finals for the 
National Geographic Bee. 

Fisher, age 12, is a sixth grader at the 
Grayling Middle School. 

Each year, thousands of schools in the 
United States participate in the National 
Geographic Bee using materials prepared 
by the National Geographic Society. The 
contest is designed to encourage teachers to 
include geography in their classrooms, 
spark student interest in the subject and 
increase public awareness about geography. 
Fourth through eighth grade students are 
eligible for the entertaining and challenging 
test of geographic knowledge. 

In December, Fisher won the school wide 
geography bee, which includes all sixth, 
seventh and eighth grade students. 

To qualify for the school wide geography 
bee, each student goes through seven 
rounds of the competition. Three finalists 
from each grade advance to the school’s 
final competition, which is held in the 
Grayling Middle School’s Media Center 
with parents and school staff in attendance. 

Fisher won the competition in a tiebreak- 
er match. 

“She was able to beat out kids that have 
been through the process and knew what it 
was all about, so that was pretty impres- 
sive,” said Craig Hoffman, the seventh and 
eighth grade social studies teacher for the 
Grayling Middle School. 

Hoffman offered Fisher the opportunity 
to take the state test for the National 
Geographic Bee after students returned 
from their winter break. 

. Hoffman said Fisher told him the test was 
a challenge. 


“It’s nice to see that even though it was | 


hard, she did well enough to qualify,” 
Hoffman said. 

Fisher attributed her success to being an 
avid “Jeopardy” fan and a student who 
enjoys. reading her textbooks. 


“A lot of the questions I knew, but I just 
kind of used by best test-taking strategies,” 
she said. 

Although fun, Fisher said learning about 
the world and different places fits in with 
her long-term plans. 

“T figure that with a lot of jobs, you need 
a jot of background information in many 
different subjects, so this kind of helps,” she 
said, 

Fisher, the daughter of Tamara and Fred 
Fisher, will attend the state finals for the 
National Geographic Bee at Western 
Michigan University in Kalamazoo on 
Friday, March 30. 

Nearly every public, private and charter 
school takes part in the geography bee. 
About 100 participants are expected to 
attend the state finals, Hoffman said. 

The national finals are held in 
Washington D.C. in May, are televised and 
moderated by “Jeopardy” host Alex Trebek. 

Fisher said she would be content to be 
recognized by the community and in the 
State. 

“If [ don’t make it any further, that would 
be OK, because it’s already a great accom- 
plishment,” she said. 

Fisher does not have any butterflies in her 
stomach as she prepares for her trip to the 
competition in Kalamazoo. 

“That kind of stuff comes easy to me,” 
Fisher said. “Mostly, it will be just for fun.” 

Hoffman, who is the department chair- 
man for social studies at the Grayling 
Middle School, has coordinated and moder- 
ated to the school wide competition for the 
last five years. Sixth grade social studies 
teacher Connie Gates has also coordinated 
the geography bee for several years. 

Hoffman said Fisher’s success is a testa- 
ment to the school district’s focus on geog- 
raphy at the lower grade levels. 

“It’s just nice to see a student get to that 
level,” he said. “It kind of shows the work 
that Anna has put in and also the teachers, 
who are focusing on geography at the ele- 
mentary school and the sixth-grade level.”

After over a year and half 
of being continuously ill, 
Angie and Lee Barnett and 
their three children are sick 
and tired of being sick and 
tired, 

Since September 2010, 
the Bametts and their chil- 
dren Naomi, age 6, and 
twins Gibsen and Brooklyn, 
age 5, have been sick. Their 
symptoms have ranged 
from having pink eye, bron- 
chitis and influenza to con- 
stant vomiting and diarrhea. 

“It’s been an emotional 
roller coaster because it’s 
just not me sick or my hus- 
band being sick,” Angie 
said, “It’s been all five of us 
at the same time and it just 
didn’t go away.” 

After the family dog 
“Abby” died in May 2011, 
veterinarians said the cause 
was environmental. That 
prompted Lee to go under- 
neath their Grayling home, 
where he discovered mold 
in an area where a bathtub 
drainpipe was broken. 

The family had the home 
tested, which came back 
positive for aspergillus, cla- 
dosporium and sporulating 
fungi, all extremely danger- 
ous forms of mold. 

Since the testing, Angie 
has contacted local Health 
Departments, the State of 
Michigan .and the national 
Center for Disease Control. 

The Barnetts also con- 
sulted specialists at Munson 
Medical Center, Michigan 
State University and the 
University of Michigan. 

“T’ve seen countless spe- 
cialists,” Angie said. 

Blood test for mold expo- 
sure came back inconclu- 
sive, 

More recently, Angie 
contacted the Mold Centers 
of American in Atlanta. She 
explained what the family 
has been through and offi- 


cials there conferred that 
their illness was related to 
mold, 

Angie and Naomi trav- 
eled to Atlanta, where their 
urme was tested, The test 
came back positive for 
mycotoxins, a form of moid 
exposure. 

Now, Lee and the twins 
need to be tested and the 
family will then go through 
a treatment regimen. That 
will likely include breathing 
treatments and IVs, fol- 
lowed by taking medica- 
tions. 

Angie said it would take 
about four-months before 
the gastrointestinal tract of 
each family member is 
cleansed from the mold 
exposure and they will no 
longer be sick. 

“Our immune systems are 
so broken down now, we are 
susceptible to anything,” 
she said. 

The twins are going to 
attend kindergarten next 
year. Angie said illness 
forced Naomi to miss 30 
days of school last year. 

“Its been awful, but 


when you’re sick, how do . 


you stay at school?” she 
said. 

Angie works as a house- 
keeper at Camp Grayling, 
while Lee works at Camp 
Grayling Maneuver Area 
Training and Equipment 
Site (MATES) and is a 
member of the 107|st 
Maintenance Company. 

The family left its home 
in the City of Grayling, 
where the mold problem 
occurred. They are renting a 
home in Grayling Charter 
Township. 

“We had to get rid of 
everything that we had,” e 
Angie said. 

A benefit dinner will be 
held from 4 p.m. to 8 p.m. 
on Saturday, March 24, at 
the American Legion Post 
#106, to raise money to help 
the Barnett family. 

It is estimated that it will 
cost $20,000 for testing, 
treatment and travel costs to 
rid their bodies of mold 
exposure. 

A fund for the Barnett 
family has also been estab- 
lished at Chemica! Bank.

When military spending

Carl Levin 
of Michigan, is upset 
because the Air Force wants 
to make cuts at Selfridge Air 
National Guard Base in 
Macomb County meaning 
loss of 724 jobs — about half 
the base’s current employ- 
ment. Annual Selfridge pay- 
roll now is about $92 mil- 
lion, according to base offi- 
cials. 

Sen. Levin says the 
Selfridge missions “are crit- 
ical to our modern military.” 

In addition to losing 724 
direct Selfridge jobs, the 
economic impact on the 
entire area also could be 
severe for those who supply 
goods and services to the 
base. 

A few weeks ago, the Air 
Force also proposed cuts to 
Kellogg Air Guard Station 
in Battle Creek, meaning 
direct loss of another 100 or

Legislation means 
smoother skies, more jobs 


In early February after 
long delays, Congress 
passed legislation to reau- 
thorize the Federal 
Aviation Administration’s 
operations. Our action will 
create thousands of jobs, 
smooth the way for travel- 
ers and commerce, help the 
nation’s airports grow, and 
protect air service that pro- 
vides a vital link to many 
Michigan communities. 

Since the previous FAA 
authorization expired in 
2007, Congress had passed 
23 short-term extensions, 
sO permanent legislation 
was overdue. The final bill, 
produced in negotiations 
that reconciled differences 
between bills passed by the 
House and Senate, will 
help create an estimated 
350,000 jobs and put our 
aviation system on track to 
support economic growth 
for years to come.

, goods, services and people 


from place to place and 
across international bor- 
ders. Indeed, a safe and 
efficient aviation system 
goes hand in hand with a 
strong economy.

The 
FAA is also repaving run- 
ways and taxiways at air- 
ports in Detroit, Alpena, 
Flint, Marquette County 
and elsewhere around the 
state. 

It is building new termi- 
nals at Kalamazoo/Battle 
Creek Internationa! Airport 
and at MBS International 
Airport in Freeland. And 
FAA funds are paying for 
the design of a new build- 
ing for aircraft rescue and 
firefighting and snow 
removal equipment at 
Pellston Regional Airport 
in Emmet County. These

The final FAA 
bill maintains the EAS pro- 
gram at current funding 
levels with some minor 
modifications. 

I opposed attempts to 
deprive Michiganians of 
commercial air service. For 
businesses in the affected 
communities, this service 
is an economic lifeline that 
connects them to the web 
of national and internation- 
al commerce. At a time 
when we’re doing every- 
thing we can to compete 
globally and to increase the 
number of U.S. jobs, cut- 
ting off that access would 
make no sense, and I’m 
glad Congress rejected that 
approach. 

One of the main issues 
holding up the bill for so 
long was a provision con- 
tained in the House bill, 
but not the Senate bill, to 
repeal a labor relations rule 
that ensures that only those 
votes actually cast in a 
union election are counted. 
1 was glad that provision 
was removed from the final 
bill. Still, I am disappoint- 
ed that language was added 
to change Railway Labor 
Act rules and regulations 
governing union elections 
to make it more difficult 
for workers in transporta- 
tion industries to organize 
and bargain collectively. I 
didn’t believe the FAA 
reauthorization bill was the 
appropriate vehicle for this 
sort of change. 

Despite that flaw, the 
FAA reauthorization legis- 
lation on balance is good 
news for Michigan and the 
nation, It means more jobs, 
smoother travel, and more 
economic opportunity for

Michigan _ experiences 
8,000 to 10,000 wildfires per 
year that increasingly threat- 
en many areas of the state; 
wildfire is potentially north- 
west Michigan’s worst nat- 
ural disaster. Five Michigan 
counties will now be safer 
for having recently applied 
for, and received, federal 
funding via the State of 
Michigan for “Community 
eee Protection Plans” 

t “CWPP’s.” These plans 
are authorized and encour- 
aged as part of the National 
Fire Plan, and Healthy 
Forests Restoration Act as 
authorized by Congress and 
the White House. In north- 
west Michigan, Manistee 
and Wexford Counties

smoke and flames are raging 
into a community,” remarks 
Jed Jaworski, with Michigan 
State University Extension’s 
Firewise Communities 
Program in Manistee 
County. Indeed the cost of 
creating a CWPP is “a 
minute fraction of the 
expenses associated with a 
significant wildfire event” 
says Paul Kollmeyer with 
the Michigan Department of 
Natural Resources, whose 
office administers the 
CWPP funding program for 
the state. The effects of con- 
tinued development in and 
around wildland and rural 
areas combined with climate 
change and the elimination 
of fires natural role in the 
eco system are a few of the 
many factors contributing to 
both Michigan, and the 
nations wildfire woes. More 
money, fire fighting 
resources and lives are being 
consumed by wildfire each 
year as the problem contin- 
ues to grow. 

About 80% of the nation’s 
fire departments are report- 
ing facing challenges with 


fire in what is called the 
“wildland urban interface”, 
where wildfire burns into the 
built environment. 
“Interface fires are difficult 
events for communities and 
their emergency responders 
to manage, it requires a great 
deal of planning, prepara- 
tions, proper resources and 
skill” says Jaworski. “These 
five counties will now have 
a considerable advantage 
when wildfire strikes.” 

The CWPP planning 
process is collaborative, 
bringing community mem- 
bers, businesses, organiza- 
tions, and government at all 
levels together to create a 
workable plan. This plan 
will not only identify and 
assess fire risks; it will also 
create an action plan for mit- 
igating those risks, reducing 
structural ignitability, and 
facilitating proper response 
to wildland/urban interface 
fire events. The process 
generally takes about 18 
months to complete. The 
local unit of government, the 
Michigan DNR, and area 
fire fighting agencies must 


approve the final plan. 

Once the CWPP is 
approved, access to funding 
for hazardous fuels reduc- 
tion projects, public wildfire 
safety education, equipment 
and training for local fire 
fighters, etc. is considerably 
advantaged. Additionally, 
the process keeps planning 
authority localized, and in 
that way more responsive to 
community needs. 
Lieutenant Ken Falk with 
the Manistee County 
Emergency Operations 
Center emphasized that a 
CWPP “‘is not a plan that is 
intended to sit on a shelf 
once completed.” In addition 
to being put to immediate 
use in wildfire emergencies, 
“it is a working template that 
needs to be continually 
updated and reapplied as sit- 
uational environments in the 
county change. The end 
result is that people in 
Manistee and other counties 
that are engaging with the 
CWPP process, are going to 
be smarter about and safer 
from wildfire.”

On Thursday, March 15, 
after reviewing the 
Michigan State Police 
investigation, Roscommon 
County Prosecutor Mark 
Jernigan determined that the 
use of deadly force by 
Klepadlo was justified, 
therefore, the homicide was 
justified. 

Jernigan denied a warrant 
request sought by Detective 
Sgt. Rick Sekely from the 
Michigan State Police to 
charge Kiepadlo. 

“The deceased was in 
possession of an edged 
weapon,” Jernigan _ said. 
“The deceased pulled a 
knife and hid it behind his 
back. At the point where he 
pulls his hand forward and 
lunges at the officer, he is in 
such close proximity, and 
presents a clear danger of 
deadly force, the officer is 
left with no option other 
than to use deadly force to 
protect himself, the other 
officer and the three civil- 
ians that were present. The 
use of deadly force is com- 
pletely justified and there- 
fore, the homicide was justi- 
fied.” 

Wakefield said officers 
are not trained to use Tasers 
in a situation that escalates 
when a weapon is drawn 
such as a knife. He added 


that police also do not 
engage in hand-hand com- 
bat when weapons come 
into play. 

“A guy that is proficient 
with a knife can kill you in a 
second,” Wakefield said. 

Wakefield, who has been 
a law enforcement officer 
since 1979, said he has 
attended numerous training 
sessions where knife fight- 
ers have given demonstra- 
tions. 

“T can tell you that guy 
can be at one end of the 
gymnasium and be on you 
in heart beat,” Wakefield 
said. “If somebody has an 
edged weapon, why take the 
chance?” 

Toxicology reports, 
which were part of the final 
investigation, revealed that 
there was no marijuana or 
alcohol in Reddie’s system, 
Wakefield said. There were 
traces of other drugs, but 
Wakefield said it was 
unclear if they were pre- 
scribed to Reddie. 

Michelle VanBuren, 
Reddie’s mother, is baffled 
while authorities attempted 
to take his son after tests 
indicated there was no mar- 
ijuana or alcohol involved. 
She was in contact with 
Reddie throughout the day 
before he was killed. 

“Yt was on the phone with 


my son all day, and that cop 
was bullying him and 
harassing him so badly,’ she 
said, 

VanBuren believes that 
other tenants in the apart- 
ment, who had disputes with 
Reddie, contacted police. 

“They think this is funny, 
and that’s what hurts me the 
most,” she said. 

VanBuren said the family 
has been part of the 
Grayling community for 20 
years, and questions why 
authorities failed to help her 
son in a time of extreme 
duress, 

“Where was protect and 
serve?” VanBuren asked. 
“The officers always have to 
stick together and for them 
to do this is just potally. 
uncalled for.” 

Reddie was scheduled to 
go to court on Feb. 6, in an 
attempt to get full custody 
of his son. His sister, 
Monica VanBuren, moved 
back to Grayling from Las 
Vegas, in hopes of obtaining 
custody of Cameron. 

The family has hired 
Grayling attorney Adam 
Vernon in attempt to get vis- 
iting time with Cameron, 
who has been placed in fos- 
ter care. 

“They took the only thing 
he ever loved,’ Michelle 
said.

“It’s solid rust because 
it’s all metal,” Townsend 
said,
